ness," said Dr. Williams, "instinctive- 
ly we want to stay away team him so 
as not to catch the disease. Further- 
more, It is the duty of tl:e health au- 
thorities of the community In which 
you live to see that no one does go 
near such a case except the person 
taking care of the patient. 


"But when tlie one who has had 


the Infectious disease gets over hl»i 
ferer, fuels like himself again and ii 
able to be about, he naturally resents 
being prevented from taking up his 
usual dally routine and mingling with 
other people. 
Oftentimes, however 


the germs causing certain diseases 
persist long after the illness itself is 
over. This is especially true of diph- 
theria and typhoid fever. When this 
occurs such a person Is called a car-, 
rier of the disease. While no longer! 
eiek himself he is still capable of giv- 
ing the disease to others. 


"Before one who lias had diph- 


theria may be released from quaran- 
tine, the Sanitary Code of the state 
requires definite laboratory tests of 
the secretions from the cose and ,the 
throat.
